The  spiritual  foundation  of 
Christian  Tabernacle.  Indianapo¬ 
lis.  Indiana,  was  begun  October 
30.  1014,  at  Oak  Hill  Tabernacle 
in  Indianapolis  for  it  was  on  that 
day  that  Lena  Spillman  received 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

Tragedy  had  struck  its  note 
in  her  life,  for  a  heart  ailment 
diagnosed  as  fatal  afforded  her 
only  a  month-but  her  petitions  to 
God  were  heard  and  she  was  glo¬ 
riously  healed  and  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  during  the  same  ser- 
vic-\  There  were  no  baptismal 
f  5  ,.ies  at  the  tabernacle  and  she 
was  later  taken  to  a  river  where 
she  was  baptized  in  Jesus*  name 
3  :  d:e  re..f.  s’,  of  her  sins. 

For  15  yec  she  lived  as  a 
layman.  Five  years  after  her  con¬ 
version  she  became  aware  of 
God's  calling  but  never  submit¬ 
ted.  His  voice  constantly  became 
more  demanding,  for  she  was 
needed  as  His  handmaiden.  On 
the  fourth  day  of  August  1929 
she  dedicated  her  life  to  His  work 
and  held  her  first  services  in  a 
vacant  school  building  in  India¬ 
napolis.  She  preached  in  such 


humble  surroundings  for  three 
months,  but  the  shabbiness  of  die 
.  'rr.  was  dimmed,  for  God  was 
there.  The  congregation  in¬ 
creased.  tor  she  was  filling  a  need 
and  walking  as  her  Savior  di¬ 
rected. 

After  three  months  she  felt 
her  work  was  finished  and  she 
planned  to  close  the  revival,  but 
to  those  convened  under  her 
teaching  she  became  the  shepherd 
and  they,  the  flock.  She  acutely 
felt  their  spiritual  supplications, 
and  a  small  storeroom  was  rented 
as  their  house  of  worship.  It,  too, 
was  humble  and  lacked  the  out¬ 
ward  appearance  of  a  tabernacle, 
but  they  gathered  together  in  His 
name  and  the  promises  of  the 
Scriptures  were  fulfilled.  The 
room  began  to  overflow,  and  she 
again  received  her  guidance  from 
God.  And  so  it  was,  they  moved 
into  the  Grand  Theatre.  She  did 
this  unafraid,  tor  the  Lord  walked 
before  her  leading  the  way.  The 
new  building  seated  nearly  600, 
and  each  service  found  it  filled 
to  near  capacity.  She  was  there, 
preaching  nightly  for  six  weeks.

Reader  shares 
history  on 
Hays  Crossing 

The  Editor: 

1  would  like  to  share  some 
historical  thoughts  of  the  Hays 
Crossing  Community. 

First  of  all  it  has  been  known 
by  three  names,  Highland  Point, 
Eadston,  and  now  Hays 
Crossing.  One  of  its  first 
families  was  John  and  Rebecca 
Richards  of  Virginia  who  owned 
practically  all  of  the  region  and 
died  and  were  buried  here  in  the 
Richards  Cemetery  in  1855. 

Over  the  years  it  has  been  the 

home  of  churches,  grocery 
stores,  barber  shops,  ceramic 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  filling 
stations,  restaurants,  post  of* 
fice,  and  Bible  Book  store,  and 
tire  shop.  ^  ^  av  ^ 

In  the  1980s,  it  was  the  home  of 
the  Hays  Crossing ,  Gourd 
Festival,  KY  Rural  Cemetery 
Beautification  program  started 
here  in  the  1950s  by  the  late  Bert 
Dean,  and  cohe  of  the'  first 
private  Reforestation  projects 
started  here  in  the  early  1950s. 

A  large  Rail  Road  working 
camp  was  established  here  in 
the  early  1880s  to  house  workers 
for  the  railroad.  +*?  v  " 

Even  the  highway  has  gone  by 
three  names,  Midland  Trail,  the 
Pike,  and  then  in  1923  took  on 
the  name  U.S.  60. 

The  late  Bert  Dean  originated 
the  idea  of  a  two  seated  pickup 
in  the  early  part  of  1950,  but  the 
patent  idea  was  stolen  and 
processed  under  another  name. 

The  Hays  Cemetery  with  the 
Hays  Pioneers  buried  and  the 
Richards  Cemetery  is  located 
here. 


There  are  a  few  traces  here  of 
the  Midland  Trail  before  the 
building  of  U.S.  60.  There  were 
double  tracks  here  for  the 
switching  of  train  cars,  and 
there  were  mail  drops  at  the 
post  office,  until  it  burnt  in  1949. 

The  late  Emmett  Roberts  had 
the  first  telephone  and  first 
Delco  light  in  his  dwellings. 

Two  of  the  earliest  wells  dug 
in  the  area  are  located  here  and 
were  due  by  the  Richards  and 
Hays  v  uc. 

It  it  jported  that  at  one  time 
a  one  room  school  was  located 
here  in  the  community.  Then 
after  the  post  office  burnt  in 
1949,  the  community  was  put  on 
Route  2,  then  Route  3,  then 
Route  6,  and  now  a  new  num¬ 
bering  system  designating  Hays 
Crossing  as  being  East  of 
Morehead. 

Up  through  the  early  1940s 
there  were  several  private  tie 
making  operations,  making 
cross  ties  for  the  railroad.  They 
usually  paid  from  10  to  15  cents 
for  each  tie  cut  out  by  hand. 

•  Also  at  Hays  Crossing  are 
some  of  the  largest  trees  found 
in  the  t  area  which  include: 
Sycamore,  Walnut,  Locust, 
Maple,  Hybrid  Popular,  Holly, 
Blue  Spruce,  and  Shademaster 
Locuts. 

Hays  Crossing  since  the 
arrival  of  John  and  Rebecca 
Richards  and  the  Hays  family 
has  had  a  rich  heritage.  The 
population  today  is  ap¬ 
proximately  65  citizens.

I  Lloyd  Dean  cousin  of  Mary  Lee  Dean  Mauck  interviewed  her  on  Fe 
28,1990.  When  she  was97  yrs.  Old.  She  is  probably  the  only  one  living 
today  who  had  seen  Mathew  Sellars  and  Line  Binion. She  used  to  go  to  th 
Sellars  home  as  a  child  with  her  mother  who  did  cleaning  for  them. 

Mary  Lee  would  have  been  very  young  when  her  uncie  was  killed  in 
the  early  1900's  .  She  used  to  play  with  Mr.  Sellars  daughter.His  daughter 
had  a  set  of  A  B  C  blocks  that  she  remembers  playing  with. 

They  had  a  beautiful  home  that  Mr.  Sellars  had  built  that  would  hav 
been  a  mansion  at  that  time. 

Mary  Lee  said  that  Matt  Sellars  plane  flew  twice  before  Line  was 
killed.  WhenLinc  was  killed  he  gave  up  the  project  left  his  home  in  Grahn 
Ky.  And  returned  to  Baltimore  Md.  Matts  dad  was  a  sea  captain  . 

Mary  Lee  said  she  felt  she  still  had  a  sketch  of  the  plane  some  whet 
among  her  things.  She  said  he  had  many  things  in  his  work  shop  pretainir 
to  the  building  of  the  airplane.  She  said  when  Line  got  killed  the  airplane 
had  made  a  circle  with  Mr.  Sellars  in  it,  and  she  guessed  as  it  flew  over 
Line  the  propellar  fell  off  and  cut  his  head  off  and  killed  him. 

It's  the  opinion  of  this  interviewer  that  it  is  possible  that  Line  Binion 
could  have  been  the  first  person  killed  in  aviation  history. 

Mary  Lee  said  her  mother  did  the  ironing  for  Mrs.  Sellars  and  that 
Mrs.  Sellars  always  wore  a  dustcap  during  the  day.  They  had  a  daughter 
named  Annabelle,  and  she  remembers  the  slippers  she  wore, and  that  A 
nnabelle  had  a  horse  named  Bird. 

Ayoung  man  named  Scott  took  care  of  the  stables  and  would  sweef 
and  clean  the  floors  every  morning. MaryLee  Dean  Mauck  remembered  the 
wide  hallway,  the  delco  lights  and  they  had  a  cistern  where  they  got  their 
water.Linc  Binion's  wife  was  Mary  Dean,  who  was  the  daughter  of  James  I 
M  and  Nancy  Fields  Dean.
